The Oxford Junior Companion to Music. 
By Percy A. Scholes. London, New 
York, Toronto, Geoffrey Cumberlege, 
Oxford University Press, 1954. xxviii, 
435p. illus. ports. 25cm. cloth $5.60; to 
schools $4.48; to libraries $4.76. 

Percy A. Scholes, well-known author of 
The Oxford Companion to Music (ninth 
edition reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, July 1956) and many other books 
in the field of music, has here produced 
what is probably the first dictionary of 
music written and designed especially for 
young people In a pretatory note he 
states, “It is meant to be used by musi- 
cians from the age of 8 or 9 years to the 
age of 15 or 16.” Obviously realizing that 
the value of the book to the younger 
members of this age group will be limited, 
he qualifies this with, “There are some 
articles in it that can be read by musicians 
of all those ages and some which will not 
interest the youngest of the book’s readers 
but which they will perhaps be glad to 
have and will be able quite easily to un- 
derstand when they grow a few years 
older.” On the whole he has succeeded in 
presenting a great body of technical, his- 
torical and interesting information in a 
way that would be most helpful to the 
young person interested in music. 

There are some 28 preliminary pages

book of reference and as a book for study, 
and explains in detail how it can be used 
in each case; (2) Music the Reader May 
Like to Play, which is a list of some of the 
brief, but complete, musical compositions 
appearing in the book, with page refer- 
ences; (3) Acknowledgements; (4) Tables 
of Notation; and (5) Hints on the Correct 
Way of Writing Music (for Examination 
Candidates and Young Composers). 

The main body of the book (421 pages) 
is arranged alphabetically, letter by letter 
(Basso Continuo; Bassoon; Basso Ostinato; 
Bass Saxhorn) in two columns. Headings 
are in bold-faced type and, with ample 
white space between articles, stand out 
quite satisfactorily. Minor entries, of 
which there are many, including see ref- 
erences, simple definitions of terms, and 
foreign words for which little or nothing 
more than the English equivalent is given, 
are in smaller type. The longest, and pre- 
sumably the most important, entries have 
headings in bold-faced capitals centered 
on the page below a horizontal line above 
which all preceding entries on the page 


appear in two shortened equal columns. 

According to a table on page ix, there 
are “about 3150” articles in the book: 530 
on composers and other musicians, 200 on 
instruments, 240 on various forms and 
styles of music, 1700 explaining musical 
terms and expressions, 80 on church mu- 
sic, and 400 others. Obviously the term 
“article” is used rather loosely since en- 
tries vary in length from one line to six or 
seven pages. Examination of the entries 
under B, M, and S reveals only 40 out of 
a total of 646 which exceed a quarter of a 
page in length. As indicated above, many 
entries give only a simple definition, the 
English equivalent of a foreign word, or 
both, in a very brief form. In a great many 
cases the reader is referred, by means of 
a see reference, to another form of the 
term or to a longer article. In some cases 
this is a pure see reference, while in others 
it is a combination of a brief definition, 
identification or translation with a refer- 
ence to another term or article, e.g., Cre- 
mona, “(town in North Italy, famous for 
the violins formerly made there). See 
Amati, Guarneri, and Stradivari.” No 
blind references were noted. 

Longer articles are subdivided in vari- 
ous ways according to the nature of the 
subject. Often these subdivisions are 
numbered and are referred to by number 
in cross references. Longer biographical 
articles usually consist of two major parts: 
a brief running account of the subject’s 
life, and a section labelled “facts and in- 
cidents” which gives a number of short, 
independent, unconnected stories about 
the subject. These vary widely from more 
or less trivial, but none the less interest- 
ing, anecdotes to more serious facts about 
the composer or his famous works. Per- 
formers are seldom mentioned unless they 
are also composers of note. 

A comparison of the entries under Ba 
and under L with the same sections of 
Grove’s Dictionary of Music and Musi- 
cians, fifth edition, indicates that the ma- 
terial in The Oxford Junior Companion to 
Music is accurate in so far as it goes. 
There are times, however, when the treat- 
ment is so brief as to be of little value.

This is particularly true in the case of 
modern composers. Material also seems to 
be reasonably up-to-date as evidenced by 
the inclusion of many living persons, arti- 
cles on some of the more recent develop- 
ments in the field of music, and the re- 
cording of death dates as late as 1953. The 
style of writing is clear, concise and direct, 
the general tone being more or less con- 
versational. 

The book is definitely addressed prima- 
rily to the British young person and there 
is a distinct British flavor and slant 
throughout. Some musical terms, appar- 
ently common in England, would be un- 
familiar to American young people, such 
as “crotchet” for quarter-note and “de- 
misemiquaver” for thirty-second note. A 
little over four pages is given to the arti- 
cle God Save the Queen! and about a 
quarter of a page to Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner. Approximately 225 of the biographi- 
cal entries are for composers of the British 
Isles, great and small, while entries for 
composers of the United States, France, 
Germany, Italy and Russia combined do 
not total as many. American composers 
are only fairly well represented with 50 
articles, most of which are quite brief. 
MacDowell is the only American who is 
treated at any length. This British view- 
point does not preclude the use of the 
book in America since there is much use- 
ful information not readily available else- 
where which is not affected by it. 

The volume is profusely illustrated with 
a variety of black-and-white half tone 
illustrations. Only the frontispiece is in 
color. The quality of the pictures varies 
somewhat, due probably to the fact that 
some are taken from old prints and some 
from modern photographs rather than to 
reproduction choice or source. Consider- 
ing this, they are for the most part clear, 
well-chosen and appropriate, and contrib- 
ute much to the attractiveness of the book. 
In addition to pictures, there is a great 
deal of music, varying from short ex- 
amples which are integral parts of the 
articles to whole compositions which may 
be a part of the article or a supplementary 
illustration. 


A Pronouncing Glossary of Foreign or 
Difficult Terms and Names Used in This 
Volume follows the main section. It “makes 
no attempt to teach you the pronunciation 
of each foreign word exactly as it is spoken 
by a native” but with a kind of phonetic 
spelling, italics, and a simple key, it in- 
structs the reader how to “produce a sound 
that is near enough to the original for all 
practical purposes.” 

The format is good. Cover is brown 
cloth stamped in gold; paper is English 
finish, slightly off-white; print is clear, 
well-spaced and easy to read; and binding 
is fairly sturdy. Inner margins are too 
narrow for rebinding. 

Because of the need it meets, the wealth 
of accurate and up-to-date information 
presented in an attractive, easily accessible 
manner, The Oxford Junior Companion to 
Music is recommended, particularly for 
junior and senior high school libraries, 
young people’s divisions of public libraries, 
and for homes desiring a popular, inex- 
pensive reference book on serious music.

The English author of The way of a trans- 
gressor (BooK.ist 32:198, Mr 36) continues 
his autobiography in a book that, like its 
predecessor, reflects a perceptive and ex- 
tremely vital personality. Dwelling on the 
years after 1935 the author, an ex-foreign 
correspondent, tells of his restless wander- 
ings throughout Africa, South America, the 
U.S., and Europe and of the lonely Devon 
coast where he finally came to terms with 
himself and found his center of gravity. Mr. 
Farson’s absorbing personal journal speaks 
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to those who have discovered that life must 
now and then be re-examined and rerouted.

A New Zealander who served in the British 
Army during World War II recounts ex- 
periences of working among the Yugoslav 
Partisans. The primitive conditions under 
which he carried out his medical duties, the 
heroism of the Partisans who, with or with- 
out weapons, resisted the Germans, the peo- 
ple’s hero worship of Tito, and their anti- 
British feelings all are brought into a candid, 
unglossed account. The sections in which Dr. 
Rogers speaks of communism’s impact upon 
the Yugoslavians are particularly revealing.

Keyes, Frances Parkinson (Wheeler). Blue 
camellia.

Romantic involvements are intermingled with 
the development of the rice-growing sections 
of southwestern Louisiana in the 1880's, 1890's, 
and early 1900’s. Young Lavinia who comes 
as a child to Louisiana from Illinois forms 
a childhood attachment to two neighbors, 
both Cajuns, and after a frustrating infatua- 
tion with one marries the other. Lavinia’s 
emotional maturing and affairs do not fol- 
low stereotyped patterns and the novel also 
acquires depth with the descriptions of rice 
farming, life in New Orleans, where Lavinia 
visits, and the customs of the Cajuns. 


Martin, Sylvia. I, Madame Tussaud. Har- 
per, $3.50. Tentative date winter. 

A biographical novel about the famous wax- 
works proprietress, written mostly in the first 
person, investigates an unexploited area of 
social history. The fictionized heroine re- 
counts her unloved childhood, her early ap- 
prenticeship to her sculptor uncle, her late 
marriage to a fortune-seeking bully, and her 
encounters with such personages as Marie 
Antoinette, Napoleon, Robespierre, and Dan- 
ton in the troubled era of the French Revolu- 
tion. Grim and gory on occasion, the pre- 
dominant tone is philosophic and forthright. 
A wealth of intimate detail and anecdote will 
endear this to women readers 


Samson, William. The loving eye: a novel. 
Reynal, $3.50. February 7. 

A quiet, atmospheric novel that introduces 
the reader to Matthew Ligne, a thirty-nine- 
year-old bachelor who, sick and lonely, has 
lost his former enthusiasm for life. After 
one glimpse of the new roomer across the 
courtyard he falls in love with her, spending 
all his waking moments watching her from 
his room. Finally meeting her he carries out 
a brief, ultimately successful courtship. Mov- 
ing in a miniature world bounded by the 
green privacy of London back yards the char- 
acters, like the setting, take on life, warmth, 
and color.
